—————————— but admire a Perfon of his 
Supacity fhould call to our Remembrance a dangerous, a 
macherous, an ignominious and an INramous Peace, 
which gave up the Fruits and Advantages of a fuccefsful 
War, and which left the Tranquility of Europe ex- 
poled to the worft Accidents that have fince interrupted 


- Peace is better than War, as the Craft/man hath 
hid it down, he muft mean, that the Peace which he 
Gyours with this Acknowledgment, is different from 
that Peace, which was worfe than War: Or, to {peak 
nore fully to this Point, it is not a Peace which was 
made by a feparate, clandeftine Negotiation with the 
ammon Enemy: It is not a Peace which was made by 
hiraying and abandoning all our Allies ; it is not a 
Peace which hath left all the Great Powers of Europe 
fill at War; and the Adverfary of all Europe in a better 
Condition than ever, to purfue his Conqueits. For, if 
it had been concluded with thefe Circumftances, the 
kamed Adage, Pax potior Bello, would have been as 
fife as it is trite, and the Crafi/man, inftead of telling 
us that none but School-boys are fit to difpute it, would 
have deny’d and derided it, not as a Schoal-boy, though 
he often writes below one, but as Political School-majier 
tothe whole People of England. 

Tuts Confeffion, that the prefent Peace is better than 
War, doth therefore betray his utter Inability to cen- 
fure it ; and that he labours between extreme Unwilling- 
wfiand extreme Necefity to approve it. Thus the Od- 
lrvations on the Plan of Peace are given up almoft before 
any one hath read them ; whilft the Party who would 
make this Accommodation lefs pleafing to the People 
than it ought to be, are afhamed of their Arguments, 
and own the Point to be fo clear againit them, that none 
bat School-boys cam defpute it. 

Tre Advantages to the Briti Nation from univerfal 
Tranquility, are fo tranfeendent, that if any Man 
could have Dexterity enough to make the People uneafy 
infuch a Situation, he muft have extreme Malignity to 
haman Nature itfelf, who could fo wickedly incenfe 
tem againft their greateft Happinefs. If the Od/r- 
vator on the Plan of Peace writ from this malicious In- 
tention, it is our unfpeakable Comfort, that he wanted 
the Abilities requifite to deceive, and that the People 
ae blefs’d with better Underftandings than to be 
fulifhly impofed on. 


Every Man mutt have feen how much the Power 


if France threatened the Germanick Body; and the Ob- 
frvator hath owned, that the French had an Opportunity 
to have taken the E/eGor of Bavaria by the Hand, and 
t0 have led him even to the Throne of the Empire. 
lf France had fach Opportunities, furely the Miniiters 
that Crown muit have been extremely cautious not 
alarm their Neighbours : And if in the Midit of fo 
great Temptations, they abandoned all their Views to 
fin the legal acknowledg’d Propriety of a Country 
over which they already exercifed Sovereign Power, 
and whofe Pofleflor had enjoy’d no fort of Propriety, 
t at their Will and Pleatore if France thus con- 
tented icfelf with relinquifhing all its Views for this 
Cefion of Lorain ; and when the Arms of that Crown 
might have overtuned States, and transferred Jmperial 
Dignities, confented to make Peace on fuich Terms, as 
Acquifition of a Dutchy in full Right, over which 

y had always maintained full Power: It cannot be 

» thatthe French have been as moderate in their 

rms of Peace, as they were cautious in purfuing the 

ages of the War. 

a Anfwer to this, or to difguife the Truth 
Mit, the Oberyator hath fuggefted, that the French 
™’Y employ the Revenues of Lorain” to maintain 


they may fortify the Frontier Towns, which 
me an impregnable Barrier, and fhut up 
France on the Side of Germany. But could they not 
have done all this, though they had never made the 
prefent Treaty ? Could not they have done it as effec- 
tually by their own Power, as by the Confent of 
Europe? And when they laid Siege to Philipsburg, had 
they taken Poffeffion of Lorain, would any one Court 
in Europe have entered into War to have made them 
reftore “it ? ) Might they not then have feized it on

it on any former Occafon ? And could

they feized 
they fear that the Termination of this War would be 
more favourable to the Ducal Family, than the Con- 
clufion of thofe Wars, which were ended by the 
Treaties of Munfler, of the Pyrenees, or Of Nimeguen? 
And amidft thefe Views, were not the French as 
reafonable as could be wifhed, not to ufurp Lorain by 
Force, but to leave it to be difpofed of by Europe in 
the General Peace, when the Peace of the World might 
be eftablifhed, by giving that Country to France with 
common Confent, which France hath fo frequently 
taken, and might, in the late Conjuntture, have 
taken without Leave from any Body ? 

THE Od/fervator’s Quettion, ‘ Is there no Difference 
‘ between their having the Country open to their Ar- 
“ mies, and having it intirely and legally yielded to 
* them in full Propriety ? ’ —— ‘This Queition, I fay, 
deferves no Anfwer; for all the Difference worthy of 
Confideration, is, that this great Power, which, the 
Objervator fays, might have fhook the Emperor on the 
Imperial Torone, = whieh might, with much greater 
Eafe, have divefted the Duke of Lorain of his Country, 
hath, initead of se1zinc the Dutchy of Lorain, cholen 
to TREAT for it, and hath yielded to the Duke the 
Succeffion of Tu/cany, Parma, and Placentia, as an Equi- 
valent for the Reverfion of Lorasn and Bar. 

Ir hath been mentioned as of fome Importance in 
this Treaty, that France is to be the fff Performer, by 
Reafon the Ceffion of Lorain will not take Place till the 
Duke is eftablifhed in Tufany. ‘To contradict this it is 
faid, that King Stanifaus isto have immediate Refi- 
dence in the Duchy of Bar ; and it is then asked, Will 
not this give France an Opportunity to feize the whole 
Country before the Duke of Lorain can have his Equi- 
valent ? I may anfwer this Queition by asking anotber, 
Can France want, or have, by any Means, greater Op- 
portunity or Power to feize Lorain, than fhe enjoys at 
this Inftant? And if the Odrvater {uppotes, that it 
will be fuch an Advantage to acquire the /ega/, undi/puted 
Poflefion of Lorain, can it poflibly be she Intereit of 
France, by feixing the Country, to renounce that C¢/- 
fron, which alone can give the French any legal Right 
to the Dominions of Lorain? 

Ir is made a Matter of much Moment, that Part of 
the Revenues of Lorain is, at prefent, expended in 
maintaining a Court there; and it is, at the fame time, 
treated as ridiculous to fuppote, becaule Staniflaz: is to 
enjoy this Country during his Life, that therefore the 
French will have lefs Advantage from Lorain. But, in 
the Name of common Senfe, if the Charge of a Court 
muft lefien the Funds for raifing of Armies, will not 
France have lefs Money for fuch Ules from Lorain whilft 
Stanifiaus lives? Will not this Prince have a Court, 
and a numerous Train of Followers, who have fuffered 
with him in Misfortunes, and expect to fhare his 
Profperity ? And ifthe Application of thefe Revenues 
to the Pay of Troops makes the Ceflion of Lorain fo 
confiderable, mutt not this-be lefs confiderable during 
the Life of Staniflaus ? | bie 

Ir is then faid, if the Dukes of Lorain have, in all 
Ages, been of fuch Ufe and Service to the Houfe of 
Auffria, is it not a Misfortune that the Family fhould be 
divefted of the Dutchy ? But this is begging the Que- 
ftion on the whole Matter: For tho’ this Family hath 
produted brave and great Princes, yet they have not 
been ferviceable to the Empire a5 Dukes of Lorain ; 
fince, whenever they have been fufpected of favouring 
the Empire in any War with France, the Frenth have 
immediately feized their Countries and Revenues, and 
made not only their future Refloration, but their pre- 
fent Subfiftance a Burden upon the Jmperialifts. In this 
Condition thefe Princes may have feryed the Empire by 
their perfonal Courage and Capacity + but furely the 
Duichy of Loraiz could yield no Affiflance to the Imperial 


Interefts, when it was always in the Poffeion of 
France. 

Let uscome now to the great Point of this prefent 
Confideration, That France, for the Ceffion of a 
Country, which the might, at any Time, feize, as the 
often hath done, a Country whofe Roads are open to 
her ‘Troops, and whofe Proprietors have always been 
fubdued by her Power; Franca, I fay, confents to 
guarantce the Sueceffion of all the Dominions of the 
Houfe of Auftria, and by Confequence the Succefiion 
of the Empire itfelf, in the Perfon of this very Duke of 
Lorain, who could fearcely have hoped for fuch a Sanc- 
tion to his Settlement, had he offered this Purchafe for 
it before the War, and before the French, by the Suc- 
cefs of their Arms, had been led to form great Expec- 
tations. 

Tuts is the great Point gained by the Treaty, and 
France acquires nothing. in Lieu of it but what the 
might have acquired by marching her Troops into 
Lorain, where they would have taken as /urea Pofiffer 
as the Confent of all Parties can give them. 

Iv it be faid, that, notwithftanding fuch Guaranty, 
the French may difturb this Succefsom ; I anfwer, that 
tho” the Guaranty had never been agreed to by them, 
they micht, and, what is more, CERTAINLY «would 
have oppofed themfelves to this Succeflion: Whereas 
there is now only a Pofibility that they may do it ; and 
this is made lefs probable, by reafon that they cannot 
fo plaubly or decently obfruct what they have guaran- 
teed by the Faith and Honour of their Nation. 

AGAIN, it is to be confidered, that if the French 
fhall, at any Time, oppofe a Succeflion which they 
have guaranteed, as they muft thereby make War 
againit the Liberties of Germaay and the Safety of 
Europe, they mutt fubmit every thing to the Hazard of 
that War ; and confidering that it may oc¢cafion anothet 
Grand Alliance againt them, it is much to be doubted 
whether they would rifque even the quiet Poffeilion of 
Lorain, on the Chance of any Advantage which might 
tempt them to violate fuch a Gaaranty. 

Awnp on the Whole, itis apparent, that, in the late 
Situation of Affairs, no Man could have believed; that 
the War would fo foon be concluded, with fo littlé 
Addition to the Power of France, with fo good a Provi- 
fion for the Safety of Exrofe, and with {uch a {peedy 
and intire Concurrence of all the great Powers; info- 
much that there is not one Prince at Variance with ano- 


ther, nor any Court in Ewrope unfatisfied with this Ac- 
commicdation.
